The first Thanksgiving Day in 
America was held 336 years ago 
by our Pilgrim Fathers, hut the 
annual celebration has not been 
continuous. 


The first American Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day was celebrated in 1621 
during 
the 
second winter 
the 
Plymouth colonists were in the 
New World. The first dreadfu* 
winter 
in 
Massachusetts 
had 
killed nearly half of the original 
members of the tolony. 


But new hopes grew up in the 
summer of 1621. The corn har­ 
vest brought rejoicing, and Gov­ 
ernor William Bradford decreed 
that December 31. 1621. be set 
aside as a day of feasting and 
prayer to show the gatitude of 
the colonists that they were still 
alive. 


The women of the colony spent 
manv days preparing 
for 
the 
feast 
Food was boiled, baked, 
ami roasted. The children were 
kept busy turning roasts on spits 
or rods, in front of the open 
fire. 


The Pilgrims rejoiced that they 
had cultivated the friendship of . 
the Indians. 


More than 80 friendly Indians 
came to the feast. The Indians 
brought wild turkeys, venison or 
bear meat as their share of the 
food. 


The tables wert set outdoors, 
and all the people sat around 
them like one large family. 


But feasting was only a part 
of the celebration. Prayers, scrip­ 
ture reading, sermons and songs 
of praise were important in the 
celebration. 


Three days were spent in feast­ 
ing and in prayer. Then the In­ 
dians returned to their hunting 
grounds in the forests, and the 
colonists, to their work on their 
small farms. 


For many years the Pilgrims 
observed 
their annual Thanks­ 
giving Day and the custom of 
the Thanksgiving 
spread 
from 
them to other New England col­ 
onies; and later to the Middle 
and Southern colonies. 


The Colonies 
remained 
loyal 
subjects of England for nearly 
175 years before the Revolution­ 
ary War broke out and resulted 
in the independence of the col­ 
onies.

A m ag­ 
netized metal box will hold the 
keys under a fender or behind a 
bumper. Keys taped inside a hub 
cap are harder to get at, but they’re 
safe enough. A spare set in your 
wallet is fine for you - but they 
may not help a would-be driver 
who does not have your wallet. 
Copy the serial numbers off the 
keys and keep them in a safe place. 
Then if all keys are lost, you can 1 
have more made. 
Never lay your keys inside the 
luggage compartment, even for a 
minute. If it’s a self-locking trunk, 
it can be a very tough key-trap. 
Take the keys with you every 
time you leave your car. This dis­ 
courages thieves and .saves you the 
em barrassm ent of locking the keys 
inside. 
But what if the keys are locked 
inside? If a window' is open a little, 
pressure may open it enough to let 
you reach the door handle. Some­ 
times a long hook made of a 
straightened coat hanger can be 
slipped by the no-draft window to 
reach the door handle. 
If you must break the glass, 
wrap a rock or hammer in cloth 
and protect your hand with cloth 
or a glove.
